The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  year  7/as  151 , which  is 
lo7/er  than  the  previous  year,  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  15.3.  Similarly, 
the  number  of  deaths  registered  7/as  lower,  totalling  150,  giving  a death  rate 
of  13*3  as  opposed  to  the  national  average  of  12.1.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  very  lov/  during  the  year,  being  only  7* 

As  regards  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases,  the  fairly  large  number 
of  cases  of  Dysentery  notified  was  occasioned  by  an  outbreak  of  Dysentery  in  the 
Day  Nursery. 

During  the  year  work  proceeded  with  the  conversion  of  the  Clinic  into 
a Health  Centre. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  members  of  the  Committee  and  Officers  for  their 
help  in  the  work  of  the  Department.  I wish  to  also  thank  Mr.  Walmsley  and  his 
staff  for  their  help  during  the  year.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972  and 
this  twentyfourth  report  will  be  the  final  one  submitted  to  the  Great  Harwood 
Health  Committee.  In  the  public  health  and  cleansing  field  Great  Harwood  will 
join  the  new  Hyndbum  Authority  with  an  excellent  record  due  to  the  interest  and 
support  of  past  and  present  members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

Since  1948  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  many  health  matters  which 
is  most  gratifying.  Due  mainly  to  re-sewering,  all  the  pail  closets  were 
converted  some  years  ago  and  a reasonably  generous  conversion  grant  has  resulted 
in  a reduction  of  waste  water  closets  from  2,200  to  350»  Owners  of  dwelling 
houses  have  taken  advantage  of  the  standard  grant  scheme  since  1959  and.  over  1,300 
houses  have  been  equipped  with  all  standard  amenities. 

With  the  aid  of  grant  from  the  Council  many  houses  now  possess  a piped 
water  supply  and  only  a few  isolated  premises  in  outlying  districts  are  supplied 
by  springs  or  Y/ells.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  refuse  collection  service  and 
over  2,000  premises  are  now  issued  weekly  with  bin  liners  which  has  resulted  in  a 
more  hygienic  and  cleaner  method  of  collection. 

The  smoke  control  programme  will  be  completed  in  1974  and  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  Health  Committee  for  the  interest  shown  in  this  essential  work. 

The  Health  Department  staff  have  worked  very  hard  to  complete  the  programme  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  reduction  in  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  town. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  has  proceeded  fairly  steadily  and  as  over 
100  houses  have  been  demolished  the  target  date  for  completion  is  satisfactory. 
Progress  has  been  maintained  during  the  years  in  all  public  health  matters  and  the 
Health  Committeees  during  this  time  have  given  me  every  support  for  which  I am 
grateful. 

To  all  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council  I must  convey  my  thanks 
for  their  assistance  during  the  pa.st  24  years.

There  are 
approximately  396  waste  water  closets  still  remaining  in  the  district.  The 
Council  grant  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  is  £20  but  conversions  are  being 
carried  out  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1956  where  the  Council 
bears  half  of  the  cost.
